Years, One Member, Planning Board, One Year; and to determine 
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any questions as by law are required to be determined by ballot, 
to wit: 


REFERENDUM 


Question 1. “Shall the town pay one-half the premium cost 
payable by a retired employee for group life insurance and 
for group general or blanket hospital, surgical and medical 
insurance?”

The Warrant Committee recommends a vote of ”yes.” The 
referendum will extend the medical and surgical benefits which 
are provided Town employees to retired employees. This current- 
ly involves a Town payment of 50% of the actual cost. This is a 
modest increase in benefits to our retired employees. 


The Polls will be open at 6:00 a.m. and shall be closed at 
8:00 p.m. of said day. 


REPORT OF THE WARRANT 
COMMITTEE 


TAX RATE ESTIMATE 


The Tax Rate for 1967 is estimated to be $46.00 per 
thousand dollars of valuation. This is an increase of 
$5.00 over last year’s rate. 

A detailed computation will be found on pages 36 and 37. 


The Tax Rate depends in large measure upon the distribu- 
tions which the Commonwealth makes to the Town through the 
Local Aid Fund. For a variety of reasons the Commonwealth has 
been unable this year to furnish the cities and towns with reliable 
estimates of the amount of the distributions they can expect in 
1967. Accordingly, our Tax Rate estimate is based on last year’s 
distributions from the Commonwealth, plus an additional amount 
which we feel we can safely anticipate. 


Our estimate of the Tax Rate also assumes that Town Meet- 
ing will approve Article 5, the Town Operating Budget, as it is 
printed on pages 28 to 37 and will adopt the recommenda- 
tions of the Warrant Committee on other money Articles. For 
every $60,000 which Town Meeting votes to spend in excess or 
reduction of the total recommended by the Warrant Committee, 
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the predicted Tax Rate will correspondingly increase or decrease 
by $1.00. 


The Warrant Committee, as is its duty, has thoroughly inves- 
tigated and considered all questions which are to come before 
Town Meeting. Our recommendations to the voters are printed 
in this Warrant in bold face type immediately after each Article 
to which they relate. We have sought to bring to them back- 
grounds and viewpoints representative of the townspeople. We 
especially have been sensitive to the necessity of relating the 
need for effective municipal services to the tax burden which they 
entail. Nevertheless, the Town is confronted with a major tax 
rate increase in 1967. 


At the predicted tax rate increase of $5.00 the owner of a 
$20,000 home will have to pay $100.00 more per year for taxes, 
or $8.33 per month. 


EXPENDITURES 


Sharon’s tax rate will rise because increases in its income 
(other than from real estate taxation) will be outstripped again 
by increases in its expenditures. 


The Town Operating Budget in Article 5 is $395,000 more 
than last year. Three fourths of this increase is accounted for by 
a rise of over $295,000 in the amounts the Sharon and Regional 
Vocational School Committees have budgeted for Education. 
The cost of education, already by far the largest area of Town ex- 
pense, will rise by 16% over last year. All other categories of 
Town operating expense combined will rise 6% over last year. 


Town Meeting last year was able to transfer $28,000 from 
funds on hand toward the Reserve Fund, leaving only $12,000 
additional to be raised by taxation. This year we are less for- 
tunate and must raise the entire $40,000 Reserve Fund by tax- 
ation. 


Also the Town in 1967 must raise $6000 to cover emergency 
deficits carried over from last year in the Police Department and 
Snow and Ice Removal accounts. 


The major changes in the Town Operating Budget are: 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Board of Selectmen — Increase of $2,500 mainly because of 
salary raises and added clerical assistance. Apparent de- 
crease in budget is because general legal expenses of 
Town are this year removed from this budget and car- 
ried in Law budget. 


Board of Assessors — Increase of $5,500 because of additional 
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clerical assistance and expense of quinquennial printing 
of valuation books. 


Elections and Registrations — Decrease of $3,000 due to fewer 
elections in 1967. 


PROTECTION OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY 


Police Department — Increase of $24,000 including: $2,200 
deficit carried over from 1966; approximately $10,000 
for salary increases; $1,650 for training incentive pro- 
gram; about $4,000 for third cruiser and additional radio 
equipment; and $6,000 for cost of new patrolman. 


HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Board of Health — Increase of $9,400 including: about $6,000 
for higher cost of garbage collection contract; $1,650 
for addition of part-time services of sanitarian; $1,000 
for addition of laboratory services; and $1,000 for Home 
Health Care to make Town nursing services eligible for 
Medicare. 


HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE (D.P.W.) 


Highway Division — Increase of $18,500 due mainly to wage 
increases and addition of one man to Department of 
Public Works labor force, and to $3,700 deficit carried 
over from 1966 for Snow and Ice Removal. 


EDUCATION 


School Committee — Increase of $260,000 mostly to cover 
salary increases, the first full year of salaries for seven- 
teen new teachers hired last Fall, and for the first four 
months of salaries for another fourteen people to be 
hired this year. This budget will increase substantially 
again next year when these employees will be employed 
for a full year. 


Regional Vocational School — Increase of $36,000 as the school 
becomes ready to receive its first pupils. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Library — Increase of $3,600 because of raises in salaries and 
larger expenditure for book purchases. 


UNCLASSIFIED ACCOUNTS 


Reserve Fund — Although the amount of the Reserve Fund 
is still $40,000, as it was last year, we must raise the 
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entire $40,000 this year, whereas last year we were able 
to transfer toward it $28,000 from other funds on hand. 


Conservation Commission — Increase of $5,000 to provide 
a fund for land acquisition. 


PENSIONS 


Norfolk County Retirement — Increase of $13,000 in our 
assessment by the County for pensions. 


WATER (D.P.W.) 


Water Division — Increase of $10,500 for salary increases, 
higher rates by neighboring towns supplying water to 
some Sharon residents, and repairs and testing of chem- 
ical injection systems. 


INCOME 


The value of taxable property in Sharon has increased 
$3,000,000 since last year. This will produce additional tax income 
of $138,000 at the estimated tax rate. 


In making our estimate of the tax rate we have assumed 
that distributions from the Commonwealth through the Local 
Aid Fund will increase by $203,000. We believe this assumption 
is quite reasonable. The Sales and Use Tax, which under revised 
legislation is now the major source of the Local Aid Fund, will 
be in operation for the entire year in 1967 whereas last year we 
benefited only from eight months’ collections of this tax. 


It is estimated that other income of the Town, from such 
sources as the Motor Vehicle and Trailer Excise, water bills, and 
fees will decrease $36,000. 


SUMMARY AND PROSPECTUS 


Expected income for 1967 will be greater than was received 
last year. But anticipated expenditures are higher than last year’s 
by an even larger amount. The difference between the income 
rise and the expenditure rise must be paid for by a higher tax 
rate. This situation is aggravated by the Town’s having less funds 
on hand than last year to be used to pay for some of the ex- 
penditures. This difference also must be raised by taxation. The 
aggregate result is the estimated tax rate increase of $5.00 for 


As for the time beyond 1967, we find no reason to believe that 
the cost of operating the Town and providing its services will not 
continue to rise. Just as part of the increase in the 1967 School 
Committee budget was built-in because this will be the first full 
year of employment by the Town of the seventeen additional 
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teachers decided upon in 1966, likewise in 1968 we will feel most 
of the burden of increase to be caused by the hiring of fourteen 
more people this coming Fall. After that we can expect to feel 
further the financial impact of the far-reaching and very expen- 
sive mandates which will be laid down under the Willis-Harring- 
ton legislation dealing with education. Wages and salaries of mu- 
nicipal employees will continue to rise. Doubtless at some point 
in the foreseeable future it will be necessary to recruit and equip 
more people for those departments whose responsibility is the 
protection of our lives and property. As the Town grows, other 
areas of municipal service will also expand. 


Income to the Town can also be expected to continue to in- 
crease for the foreseeable future. The key question will be, as it 
has been this year, whether the rise in income can keep pace with 
the rise in expenditures. For, to the extent it fails to keep pace 
the real estate tax rate must inevitably increase. Since we are 
now getting a greater percentage of our revenue from the Com- 
monwealth, and since this is derived from sources such as our 
income and sales taxes whose yield should grow as our region’s 
economy expands, we hope that the pace at which, until last 
year, real estate taxation has increased will slacken. This, how- 
ever, will depend largely upon how close our additional revenue 
from the State will come to paying for further expansion of edu- 
cational services. Hopefully, our Town’s educational program 
being as fine as it is, fewer improvements will be required of 
us under the Willis-Harrington Act than is generally expected 
will be required of most communities. If not, the prospect of 
holding down the real estate tax rate is not appreciably better 
than it has been for the last several years.

2. By striking out all of Section 3.111 of Title VIII and sub- 
stituting the following: 


Section 3.111 


Off-duty Police Officers shall be paid $5.00 per day or 
part thereof for appearing at court to obtain complaints 
and $15.00 per day or part thereof for appearing at court 
as a witness or to prosecute complaints. So far as prac- 
ticable court appearances shall be regulated by the Chief 
of Police. 


3. By striking out of Section 3.400 of Title VIII the words 
“not in excess of seventy-five (75) days,” and substituting 
therefor the words “not in excess of ninety (90) days.” 


4. By striking out of Section 1.100 of the Classification 
Schedule of Title VIII the classification of Assistant Water 
Supt. under ATP-8 and placing it under ATP-7 of Sec- 
tion 1.100 of the Classification Schedule of Title VIII. 


5. By adding to Section 1.200 of the Classification Schedule 
of Title VIII the classification of Water Systems Tech- 
nician under ITS-5. 

Personnel Board 


We recommend adoption. This amendment raises the pay 
scale of certain labor classifications to place them in line with 
Towns of similar size; increases the payment to police officers 
for off-duty court appearances; adds fifteen days to the amount 
of sick leave Town employees are permitted to accumulate and 
adds certain labor categories to cover the special needs of the 
Water Department. These changes are the result of continuing 
study by the Personnel Board and frequent discussions with rep- 
resentatives of Town employees. 


Article 5. To fix the compensation of elected officers, pro- 
vide for a Reserve Fund, and to determine what sums of money 
the Town will raise and appropriate, including appropriations 
from available funds, to defray charges and expenses of the Town, 
including debt and interest, for the ensuing year. 

Board of Selectmen 


Article 6. To hear the record of the Donors to the Sharon 
Friends School Fund, and to choose Trustees of the School Funds 
and other officers not on the official ballot. 

Board of Selectmen 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1967, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption of this routine article. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time on or after January 1, 1968, in anticipa- 
tion of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1968, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption of this routine article. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from the Overlay Reserve Account to the Reserve Fund. 
Town Accountant 


We recommend no action. The amount in the Overlay Re- 
serve Account is not large enough to warrant a transfer. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the 
construction of an Administration Building at the Sharon Town 
Beach, said building to include necessary toilet and lavatory fa- 
cilities, office and storage space necessary to the proper super- 
vision and operation of the Town Beach, appropriate utilities, 
and such other accommodations and equipment as may be neces- 
sary; and instruct, authorize and empower the Lakefront Study 
Committee to let contracts for the construction of such improve- 
ments, and to supervise the construction of the work, or act in 
any way related thereto. 

Lakefront Study Committee 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $33,500. 
Construction of this service building will provide the necessary 
toilet and lavatory facilities and space for administration, first 
aid, storage and snack bar to adequately service the needs of our 
lakefront activity. Funds have previously been appropriated and 
expended to provide the necessary leaching field, septic tanks, pipe 
lines and related equipment preparatory to the current recom- 
mendation. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for 
Chapter 90 Highway Construction, or act in any way relating 
thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $7,500. 
An additional $22,500 representing the State and County shares 
will be added to this appropriation and the funds will be used 
for Chapter 90 Highway construction. These amounts, when 
added to similar monies accumulated from prior years will be 
used, when sufficient, to continue the reconstruction of Bay Road. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for 
Chapter 90 Highway Maintenance, or act in any way relating 
thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $4,000. 
This amount, together with a total of $8,000 in matching funds 
to be provided by the County and the State, will be used for 
maintenance of public highways previously constructed with Chap- 
ter 90 Construction funds. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will accept section 25 of 
Chapter 41 of the General Laws, providing for the appointment 
of Assessors by the Selectmen. 

Town Government Study Committee 


We recommend adoption. Appointment of three assessors 
by the Selectmen for three year staggered terms will provide a 
more effective selection of the make-up of this important board, 
which will soon need a part time or full time person serving as 
principal assessor. Autonomy of decision and independence in 
the performance of their responsibilities will continue to rest in 
the appointed board. The $5,000 payroll cost for 1967 recommend- 
ed for the three assessors in Article 5 shows no change from re- 
cent years. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum 
of $2,517.50 from the State Aid to Public Libraries reserved for 
Appropriations Account to the Public Library Account, or act in 
any way relating thereto. 

Town Accountant 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $2,517.50 
from the State Aid to Libraries account. This action is required 
by statute to accomplish this transfer. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
School Committee to continue the present Adult Education pro- 
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gram, raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor, or act in 
any way relating thereto. 
Warrant Committee 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $2,655. 
This will provide funds for the continuation of our Adult Educa- 
tion program. The program is partially self-supporting and re- 
turned $606 to the Town last year. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, or transfer from the 
Road Machinery Fund, a sum of money for the purchase of new 
or replacement equipment for the Department of Public Works, 
or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $26,300 
for the purchase of equipment for the Department of Public 
Works. The equipment is a front end loader and back hoe replac- 
ing a 10 year-old unit at $24,000, and a pick-up truck replacing 
a 1960 pick-up truck at $2,300. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money received, or to be received, from the State under Chap- 
ter 679 of the Acts of 1965 for the purposes of improvement or 
reconstruction of sections of Walpole Street, or act in any way 
relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $12,502.95. 
This is the amount of State funds apportioned to Sharon this 
year under the above mentioned statute. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the 
installation of new street lights, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $2115. 
for the installation of new street lights as follows:

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, or transfer from the 
balance of the appropriation made under Article 12 of the 1965 
Annual Town Meeting to extend the water main in Bay Road, or 
appropriate from the balance of the funds of the water storage 
tank bond issue authorized under Article 13 of the 1964 Annual 
Town Meeting, a sum of money for the improvement of the ex- 
isting water main in Walpole Street, or act in any way relating 
thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 
Development and Industrial Commission 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $39,152 
and the transfer of $4,947 from the money remaining from a 
previous borrowing. This is for the installation of 3900 lineal 
feet of water main in Walpole Street which is part of the Master 
Plan to improve the water distribution system of the Town. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for 
the extension of the water main in General Edwards Highway, 
known as Route 1, from its present terminus at the Metal Bellows 
plant southerly and across said highway to the approximate 
center of the frontage of the property owned or formerly owned 
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by Rodger P. Nordblom, William P. Smith, William S. Kimball 

and Robert C. Nordblom, Trustees of the Sharon Industrial Park 
Trust, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 

Development and Industrial Commission 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $21,500. 
This project is to provide adequate water service to the indus- 
trial park area. The Town will be reimbursed this amount by 
betterment charges to be paid by the abutters. A manufacturing 
firm has indicated its intention to build in this area if water is 
made available. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for 
further water supply exploration, necessary engineering study of 
the water works, survey of suitable sites for future pumping sta- 
tions, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption and the appropriation of $14,600 
for the purpose of continuing the study to locate adequate water 
reserves, and for surveying sites for land-taking for future pump- 
ing stations. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the 
purchase of a 1,000 gallon pumper to replace the 20 year old 
Maxim Pumper now in use, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend no action at this time. While we realize 
the importance of an orderly capital improvement program the 
equipment in question is in good condition despite its age, and 
in view of the large amounts expended in capital programs this 
year and their effect on our tax rate we believe that this item 
may be safely postponed. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept for mu- 
nicipal purposes a portion of the so-called “Little Land” deeded 
to the Town on May 16, 1966, and recorded in the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds, Book 4351, Page 409, and containing some 18.7 
acres of land, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption. Formal acceptance of this land 
by the Town will provide an area useable for recreation and 
conservation purposes. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey Lot No. 28 according to Plan re-

corded with Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, Book 1736, Page 
269, on the southerly side of East Street, containing 6108 square 
feet, more or less, formerly owned by Anna Barum, and owned 
by the Town by reason of foreclosure of a tax lien, or act in any 
way relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption. Passage of this article will allow 
the Selectmen to return to the tax rolls a small parcel of land 
that has no value to the Town. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey the land shown on “Plot Plan of 
Land in Sharon, Massachusetts”, recorded with Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds, Book 3805, Page 59, on the northerly side of 
Wilshire Drive, containing 46,300 square feet, more or less, for- 
merly owned by Louis Paul Lorusso, et ux, and owned by the 
Town by reason of foreclosure of a tax lien, or act in any way 
relating thereto. 

Board of Selectmen 


We recommend adoption with the proviso that this land be 
disposed of at public sale for not less than $4,500. Passage of this 
article will allow the Selectmen to return a valuable building lot 
to the tax rolls of the Town. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey a lot of land on the easterly side 
of Maskwonicut Street containing 8100 square feet, more or less, 
said lot being a portion of a parcel deeded to the Town by Edna 
Betts Talbot by a deed dated April 4, 1962, and recorded in the 
Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, Volume 3978, Page 154, and 
bounded and described as follows: 


WESTERLY by Maskwonicut Street, 113.64 feet

In order to meet the notice and public hearing 
requirements an earlier closing date of the Warrant, already over 
two months in advance of Town Meeting, would be required. The 
proposal would also require the early and arbitrary scheduling 
of hearings and could result in the hearing of articles prior to 
the time the interested parties are ready to present their proposals. 
It should be pointed out that all Warrant Committee meetings 
are open to the public and that the opportunity to discuss War- 
rant articles is afforded at the open Warrant Meeting which pre- 
cedes the Annual Town Meeting.

Although the purpose of the 
Article is laudable, other demands upon the tax dollars of our 
citizens preclude such an appropriation or transfer this year.
